You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Lee  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March, 
next,  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  one  Road 
Agent  to  have  entire  charge  of  the  town  highways. 

4.  To  raise  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars 
($1,000)  for  payment  on  Trunk  Line  note. 

5.  (a)  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept 
State  Aid  for  the  construction  of  a  road  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Laws  of  1937,  Chapter  67.  If  this 
aid  is  desired,  it  must  be  expended  on  the  Bennett 
road,  and  the  State  will  contribute  $1254,  provided 
the  Town  raises  $627. 

(b)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
aid  for  the  construction  of  Class  V  highways  under 
the  provisions  of  the  T.  R.  A.,  so  called.  If  this  aid 
is  desired,  the  State  will  contribute  $1626.30,  pro- 
vided the  Town  raises  $406.58. 

6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  high- 
ways. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate Fifty  Dollars  ($50)  for  fire  protection. 


8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100)  for  the  pur- 
chase of  additional  fire-fighting  equipment. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate Twelve  Hundred  Dollars  ($1200)  for  old 
age  assistance  and  relief. 

10.  To  take  such  action  as  may  be  expedient 
upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  at  the 
last  Town  Meeting  to  study  the  Australian  Ballot 
Law  for  the  election  of  Town  officers. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200)  for  the  con- 
trol of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

13.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  le- 
gally come  before  the  meeting.

SEPTEMBER  HURRICANE 

Woodland  problems  of  timber  salvage  and  fire 
control  created  in  many  towns  by  the  September 
hurricane  are  of  the  greatest  importance.  Good  citi- 
zenship calls  for  personal  and  widespread  action ! 

The  salvage  of  every  thousand  feet  of  logs  which 
can  be  sold  means  money  for  landowners,  wages  for 
workers,  employment  for  trucks,  teams  and  machin- 
ery, as  well  as  reduced  forest  fire  hazard  for  all.  If 
owners  of  windthrown  timber  have  not  yet  acted, 
they  should  communicate  with  those  who  can  help. 
Town  chairmen  are  fully  informed ;  state  advisory 
agents  can  help  to  start  logging  by  suggesting  names 
of  operators  and  giving  other  useful  advice ;  federal 
agencies  are  increasing  the  number  of  log  storage 
places  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Individuals  must  now 
cooperate! 

Forest  fire  danger  for  several  years  will  be  great- 
er than  usual.  So  much  work  must  be  done  by  pub- 
lic agencies  to  reduce  hazard  along  roadsides,  near 
improved  and  other  exposed  areas  that  many  places 
will  remain  hazardous  for  some  time  to  come.  Indi- 
vidual land  owners  must  take  a  personal  interest! 
Aid  in  the  clean-up  work  through  the  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program  is  available  to  any  woodland 
owner  at  $4.00  per  acre  on  areas  up  to  15  acres.  The 
County  Agent  should  be  consulted. 

Support  your  local  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Dep- 
uties. They  are  planning,  with  the  State  and  Feder- 
al agencies,  an*  intensive  campaign  to  control  fires. 
Help  them  by  strict  observance  of  the  fire  laws. 
Kindle  no  open  fires  with  out  a  permit  from  the  War- 
den, except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow. 
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Cooperate  by  reporting  fires  you  may  see  and  in 
other  ways.  Fire  fighting  tool  supplies  are  inade- 
quate and  should  be  reasonably  increased  in  many 
towns.  You  can  help,  and  it  will  pay,  to  prevent 
forest  fires!

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizeris  of  Lee: 

Schools  are  now  being  maintained  in  Lee  as  fol- 
lows:

The  group  of  Barrington  pupils  transported  for 
the  last  several  years  to  the  North  Lee  school  has 
been  transferred  to  the  new  centralized  school  in 
Barrington.  As  surrounding  districts  come  to  pro- 
vide classified  schools,  it  will  doubtless  become  a 
subject  of  consideration  whether  Lee  should  con- 
tinue one-room  schools.  It  is  undeniable  that  some 
proposition  like  a  three-room  school  would  have 
many  advantages  and  help  to  solve  some  trouble- 
some problems. 

In  addition  to  her  regular  examination  and  follow- 
up  work,  the  School  Nurse,  Miss  Margaret  Macdon- 
ald,  reports  that  the  Dental  Clinic  last  year  was  well 
supported,  the  following  organizations  assisting: 
Grange,  Red  Cross,  Missionary  Society,  Women's 
Club,  and  Sunday  School.  Every  pupil  attending  the 
clinic  received  a  certificate  of  complete  dental  care. 
While  problems  of  relief  and  family  welfare  are  not 
the  primary  concern  of  school  authorities,  they  affect 
the  attendance  and  conduct  of  the  schools,  and  in 
emergencies  must  be  dealt  with  in  cooperation  with 
town,  county,  state  and  sometimes  federal  agencies. 

This  year  the  School  Board  fulfilled  the  require- 
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ment  of  a  district  truant  officer  by  appointing  Mr. 
Calixte  Baillargeon  to  that  position, 

I  recommend  that  at  North  Lee  the  schoolyard  and 
adjacent  unused  town  righ-of-way  be  immediately 
graded  for  use  as  a  ball  ground.     I  also  recommend 
that  a  playground  apparatus  combination  consisting 
of  slide  and  stairwaj'',  two  swings  with  rubber-edged 
seats,  verticle  ladder,  hanging  rings,  horizontal  bar 
and  teeter-board,  to  cost  about  $115,  be  installed  in 
each  schoolyard.     The  children  need  this  eciuipment.
